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A & B GO DOWN - A GAY VICTORY 


BARBAGELATA SCHEME 
FAILS: A & B LOSE

Just over 50% of San 
Francisco's registered! 
voters went to the polls 
Tuesday and handed both 
Propositions A and B a 
resounding defeat. Prop. 
B, the Barbagelata plan to 
recall the Mayor, Sheriff 
and the D.A., lost by a 
nearly 2 to 1 margin, 
while Prop. A, the plan to 
repeal District Elections, 
approved only last 
November, lost Dy a 58% 
to 42% margin. 

The defeat of Prop. B 
was widely viewed as a 
strong endorsement of the 
Moscone administration. 
Barbagelata had charged 
that the city was being 
run by "radical" forces 
and, through his ballot 


of his four-year term, 
Moscone told his well- 
wishers that he would get 
on with the job of being 
Mayor, while Barbagelata, 
bitter in defeat, an¬ 
nounced that he would in¬ 
deed resign his seat on the 
Board oi Supervisors and 
get out of city politics 
before the ena of the 
year. 

The defeat of Prop. A 
assures that San Francisco 
will elect the Board of 
Supervisors by district - 
11 districts in all - for the

first time in 70 years. As 
of election day, over 100 
candidates had filed 
intent to run notices for 
the 11 seats. Now that 
District Elections have 
been assured, many more 
are expected to run. As 
one politico put it Tues¬ 
day night as the results 
became known, "They will 
really come out of the 
woodwork now." 


Several of the present 
Supervisors are expected 
to retire from the Board - 
including Tamaras, 

Nelder ; Francois, von 
Beroldmeen and, of 
course, Barbagelata. Bob 
Mendelsohn is still waiting 
around hoping to be con¬ 
firmed to the job with the 
Interior Dept. Of the 
present Supervisors who 
have already filed are 
Molinari, now living in 
District 3; Kopp in Dis¬ 
trict 10; Gonzales in Dis¬ 
trict 7; Pelosi in District 
1; and Feinstein is 
expected to run in Dis¬ 
trict 2. 

Gay candidates for 
Supervisor will be running 
in many districts with the 
early favorites being 
Barry King in District 4 
and Harvey Milk in Dis¬ 
trict 5. More up-front 
Gays are expected to 
announce as well. Other 
candidates looked favor¬ 
ably upon by Gays are 
John Kekar (3); Carol 
Ruth Silver (6). Two well- 
known Blacks, Ella Hill 
Hutch and Arnold Town¬ 
send, are set to fight it 
out for the heavy Black 
vote in District 4. The 
whole thing is just start¬ 
ing. and new candidates 
will surface almost daily. 

The defeat of both 
propositions in Tuesday's 
election was city-wiae, 
with Prop. A losing big in 
both the 16th and F7th 
Assembly Districts but 
managing to eke out a 



small victory in Barba- 
gelata's home 18th 
Assembly District. Prop. 
B was defeated in all 
three city Assembly Dis¬ 
tricts. The election ended 
a long and sometimes 
bitter feud between the 
Mayor and Barbagelata - 
the conservative Barba¬ 
gelata is now expected to 
make good his threat to 
get out of city politics, 
while many Moscone 
loyalists still hold out 
hope that the Maypr will 
someday end up in the 
Governor's job. The re¬ 
sults Tuesday clearly 
make Moscone a big man 
in San Francisco - or as 
Willie Brown put it (with a 
definite lack of class, I 
might add) "It means that 
from now on, Moscone can 
kick ass." 

The election night "NO 
ON A & B" victory party 
held at the Queen Adah 
Ballroom witnessed a 
joyous mingling of Gays, 
Blacks, Latins, Labor and 
Neighborhood Folk. "All 
recognized and applauded 
each other's efforts/' 
according to one partici¬ 
pant. 

Harvey Milk, now the 
front runner in District 5, 
commented, "Last night's 
overwhelming victory was 
partially due to the in¬ 
credible effort of many 
Gay women and men - 
working within the system 
- a voting giant has been 
awakened!" 

District 5, Milk's home 
territory and the largely 
Gay Castro area, turned 
down A and B by the 
largest percentage of all 
11 districts. (Prop. A: 
77% No, 23% Yes: Prop. 
B: 18% Yes, 82% No) 

District 4 (Polk Street) 
came in with 74% No on A 
and 80% No on B. 


Gays Raid 
Straight Bar 

NEW YORK - In a 
dramatic switch from the 
days when police used to 
raid Gay bars, it was mili¬ 
tant Gay activists who 
raided an upper East Side 
straight bar recently (July 
28). More than 100 
members of the Gay 
Activists Alliance 

stormed into Geordie's on 
Third Avenue at 82nd 
Street aijid occupied the 
establishment as part of a 
protest demonstration 
against a "fairy swatter" 
sign next to a large ax 
over the bar. The angry 
demonstrators chanted., 
"Take down the sign! Gay 
power now!" as they 
stomped their feet, 
pounded on tables, 
sounded loud whistles and 
other noisemakers and 
completely disrupted the 
operations of Geordie's, 
forcing the bar's paying 
customers to flee the din. 
The boisterous take-over 
of the bar continued into 
the wee hours of the 
morning. The Gays 

carriea baseball bats and 
tomahawks labeled "bigot 
swatters." 

Joe Kennedy, spokes- 

g erson for the New York 
ray Activists Alliance, 
said, "The sign is offen¬ 
sive to Gay people. Its 
presence next to the ax 
can only be interpreted as 
encouraging violence 

against Gavs. It is threat¬ 
ening, insulting and offen¬ 
sive - and it must go!" 
When the protestors final¬ 
ly left the bar to join a 
noisy Gay picket line in 
front of Geordie's, 
Kennedy said, "We have 
told the owner that that 
sign must go. Either that 
sign goes or Geordie's 
goes. This is their final 
warning."

Not only does Coors 
wish to control every 
phase of production in its 
massive operation and its 
distribution, but it vio¬ 
lates all of the common 
rules that are part of 
union labor contracts. 
With the Brewery Work¬ 
ers, it allowed the union/ 
company contract to lapse 
at the beginning of the 
year. Coors had proposed 
changes in the new con¬ 
tract which would have 
deprived workers of their 
plant-wide seniority (by 
insisting that management 
be permitted to lay work¬ 
ers off by individual 
departments), asked that 
it De permitted to selec¬ 
tively call back workers 
from layoff (rather than 
by seniority), the right to 
give instant physical 
examinations (in the 
company hospital) to 
determine if an employee 
is physically able to do 
the work, and allowance 
for the company to sched- 
ule workers for 7-day

WHEREAS the Liber¬ 
tarian Party deplores the 
calculated incitement to 
hatred against homo¬ 
sexuals which is likely to 
lead to the use of govern¬ 
ment power and private

the infringement of the 
individual rights of homo¬ 
sexuals. We demand that 
homosexuals be accorded 
those rights in full and 
immediately.

While condemning the 
"climate of hatred against 
homosexuals," "the 

present systematic state 
oppression of Gays," and 
attempts to ban Gay men 
and women from teaching 
in public schools, the 
resolution also expresses 
opposition to the original 
Dade County ordinance as 
a violation of "the rights 
of anti-Gays." This is 
consistent with the 
Party's position of oppos¬ 
ing the imposition of 
cultural values by force of 
law, either by majorities 
or by minorities. 

Members of Libertari¬ 
ans for Gay Rights were 
gratified by the Libertari¬ 
an Party's coming to the 
aid of Gay people in the 
midst of tne vendetta 
against them. Valerie 
Valrejean of Santa 
Monica, president of the 
group, stated: "This is the 
first and only national 
party, to my Knowledge, 
which has taken cogni¬ 
zance of what is happen¬ 
ing in America. The case 
is that there is a bunch of 
high-up reactionaries who 
are trying to scapegoat 
Gay people - the old, old 
story - as an opening 
wedge for their push for 
incr -‘d militarism and 
for a ckdown on civil 
liberties.

"The Libertarians recog¬ 
nize this, and they are the 
first ones to have taken to 
the counter-offensive, to 
defend what we have 
won."

une of the unfortunate 
things that I sense too 
often in the Gay commu¬ 
nity is the lack of under¬ 
standing of the need to 
work closely with other 
minorities. All too often I . 
hear Gay people overly 
concerned about "eco¬ 
nomic" alliances, about 
which person or group 
supports which taxes. I do 
not hear too much about 
"social" alliances. That 
would be fine if we had 
our freedom. But our 
freedom is still a long way 
off and forces in the na¬ 
tion are trying to prevent 
it. 

I disagree with publish¬ 
er David Goodstein. He 
claims that there will be 
no repression. I ask David 
to look at the following: 

Anita Bryant: who 

backed her? Joe Coors: 
where does his money go? 
Andy Young: who is try¬ 
ing to get him out of the 
U.N. and what is the real 
reason? Willie Brown: 
who started the "investi- 

g ation" against him? Lt. 

rov. Dymally: who was 
behind the many "investi¬ 
gations" against him? The 
KKK: why, all of a sud¬ 
den, have there been so 
many articles in the 
media? The Nazis: why, 
all of a sudden, are they 
getting so much cover¬ 
age? 

Why is it that any Black 
leader, appointed or 
elected, who speaks out - 
who is independent - be¬ 
comes the subject of an 
"investigation."?

NAACP Head 
Sees Black-Gay 
Parallels 

NEW YORK - The new 
executive director of the 
NAACP. appearing on 
CBS-TV's 'Tace the 
Nation," expressed his 
support for Gay rights. 
Benjamin Hooks, former 
commissioner of the 
F.C.C., was asked 
whether he thought the 
Gay movement was a 
legitimate civil rights 
movement. 

"The Gay rights move¬ 
ment has some strong and 
striking similarities to the 
civil rights movement," 
replied Hooks. 

The Hooks statement 
comes a month after an 
editorial in Boston's Black 
community newspaper 
THE BAY STATE BAN¬ 
NER, strongly opposed 
civil rights legislation to 
protect Gay people. The 
BANNER editorialized, 
"There is no way for soci¬ 
ety to grant this desired 
respectability to Gays 
without saying to our 
youth in the process that 
it is of no special impor¬ 
tance whether they pursue 
homosexual or hetero¬ 
sexual relationships . . . 
While Blacks do not want 
to persecute Gays, we 
also do not want to en¬ 
courage our children to 
become homosexuals."

Atlanta Mayor 
Ducks Gays 


ATLANTA - Mayor May¬ 
nard Jackson refused to 
issue a proclamation 
honoring Gay Pride Day 
this year. Jackson, the 
first black mayor of 
Atlanta, did proclaim Gay 
Pride Day in 1976; and, at 
the time, local news¬ 
papers were deluged with 
complaints from a group 
calling itself Citizens for 
a Decent Atlanta. That 
group financed a series of 
large newspapers adver¬ 
tisements^ tnat demanded 
that Jackson retract the 
proclamation. The mayor 
resisted this pressure. 

This year, Jackson 
shifted his position to 
what his advisors charac¬ 
terized as a more "respon¬ 
sible" stand. The decision 
came just one day after 
Jackson announced his 
candidacy for a second 
term. Ignoring the re¬ 
quest for the Gay Pride 
proclamation that Gay 
activists had filed with his 
office this year, Mayor 
Jackson proclaimed "Civil 
Liberties Week," a vague, 
general endorsement of 
every Altantan's right to 
constitutional protections.

The original four commit¬ 
tees formed that night 
were Media, Political, 
Finance and Education. 
Since that time ? SOHR 
has decided against be¬ 
coming political and, 
hence, dropped the Politi¬ 
cal Committee. Both 
Milk and myself were 
original members of the 
Political Committee, and 
since the committee has 
been dropped both Milk 
and myself have dropped 
out. It is as simple as 
that. Harvey Milk honest¬ 
ly feels that he can help 
human rights in other 
avenues and so do I. 
There is no attempt, and 
no desire - and there 
never has been - for Milk 
to harm the efforts of 
SOHR. "Mr. Lavender" 
says that he is turning his 
support for Supervisor to 
Rick Stokes.

"My own break with the 
church coincided with my 
later awareness of my 
natural preference for sex 
with other men. The 
Church's stand on homo¬ 
sexuality was unequivocal 
- and was restated in 
January 1976 by Pope 
Paul Vi. The Church 
couldn't accept me in my 
natural state, so I could 
no longer accept the 
Church. 

This revelation by 
former professional foot¬ 
ball player Dave Kopay 
may seem trite in that the 
experience has been the 
same for many thousands 
of Gay Catholics. It is 
exciting, however, that 
the book "The Dave Kopay 
Story" has been a best¬ 
seller because many 

S riests and the public may 
ecome more aware of 
what happens when Gay 
Catholics see no alterna¬ 
tive but to withdraw from 
the Church. 

This columnist is con¬ 
vinced that many Gay 
people who have suffered 
through the Kopay agony 
do not feel comfortable in 
limbo. There is evidently 
a way for these people to 
stay within the Catholic 
Church and still retain 

g ood feelings about their 
omosexuality. Unfor¬ 
tunately, Dave Kopay did 
not have a Dignity organ¬ 
ization to turn to in his 
period of confusion and 
suffering. 

Dignity groups are now 
across the country. The 
Bay Area chapters have a 
variety of functions in¬

Much of the confusion 
today is in the belief that 


hundreds of thousands out 
of the church. The dwind¬ 
ling priesthood is be¬ 
coming stronger in its 
opposition to these papal 
decrees, and this will 
eventually move the 
Bishops, Archbishops - and 
the Pope. Meanwhile, we 
must endure the stupidity 
of the rigid, heartless 
treatment of Catholics 
who masturbate, enjoy sex 
outside of marriage, and 
who joyfully practice 
their homosexuality. 

It must be a consider¬ 
able burden for Gay 
Catholics to carry when 
we have Archbishops like 
Coleman Carroll in 
Miami. Carroll, outra¬ 
geously violating the tax- 
exempt, non-political 
status of his church, had 
his statement in support 
of Anita Bryant read in 
every parish in Dade 
County just before the 
Miami vote was taken. 
Carroll told thousands of 
Florida Catholics, "Under 
this ordinance parents 
would be left legally 
defenseless to protect 
their children from the 
influence and example of 
the homosexual lifestyle 
of teachers or counselors. 
Such a position must, of 
course, be morally unac¬ 
ceptable not only to 
Catholics but to all who 
seriously adhere to the 
Judeo-Christian tradition 
. . . Vote for repeal of this 
most unsatisfactory ordi¬ 
nance. Yours in Christ." 

However, we do not 
have to reach to Florida 
to find the rigid anti¬ 
homosexuality of the 
papacy. Archbishop John 
Quinn, San Francisco, 
recently felt compelled to 
issue a statement in which 
he said, "The Catholic 
Church teaches that all 
other forms of sexual con¬ 
duct (outside of marriage) 
such as deliberate mastur¬ 
bation, sexual intercourse 
between unmarried per¬ 
sons, adultery and homo¬ 
sexual activity are in 
conflict with the plan and 
law of God and are, there¬ 
fore, incompatible with 
the moral teaching of the 
Church." Quinn does 
allow that the Church 
should show compassion 
when people do such 
things, as they are influ¬ 
enced by "fear, neurosis, 
habit, passion, force, ana 
impaired states of con¬ 
sciousness." 

Increasingly, priests do 
not share this pontifical 
view of sex and are in 
open conflict with the 
Church hierarchy. A 
committee of the 
Catholic Theological Soci¬ 
ety of America recently 


released a report, "Human 
Sexuality: New Direc¬ 

tions in American 
Catholic Thought," which 
has deeply disturbed 
Quinn. The report states 
that no moral precept or 
norm is absolutely binding 
on all persons; that 
masturbation is not im¬ 
mature or abnormal unless 
it is the sole method of 
sexual expression when 
other forms of sexual 
expression are available; 
that premarital sexual 
activity can be morally 
acceptable under certain 
conditions; and that 
homosexual activity is not 
necessarily abnormal nor 
in every respect wrong. 

Quinn believes that the 
"Human Sexuality" report 
"might have had greater 
value and a wider per¬ 
spective and thus have 
been of more service to 
the Church if it had in¬ 
volved the collaboration 
of both Bishops and theo¬ 
logians." What he does 
not say is that in the 
hands of Bishops and 
house theologians the 
same liberal conclusion 
would not have been 
reached. 

In a surprising affront 
to Archbishop Quinn's 
rooted and rigid stand 
against recreational sex, 
the local Catholic news¬ 
paper, "The Monitor," 
responded editorially: 
"Somehow, it is a simple 
thing for all of us to focus 
on another's sins and over¬ 
look our own commissions 
and omissions. Though 
most of us are sinners in 
an unspectacular way and 
are really convinced that 
no one has noticed, we 
cannot delude ourselves 
that there is only one sin 
worth condemning 
Knowing the truth about 
ourselves, we are standing 
with the men in the 
temple precincts. Across 
the centuries, the words 
of Jesus come, Tf there is 
any one of you who has 
not sinned, let him cast 
the first stone.'" 

Considering the guilt 
and pain that continues to 
torture young Gay 
Catholics, as in the Kopay 
revelation, it is nothing 
but cruel and sadistic for 
the Roman Catholic hier¬ 
archy to continue to reaf¬ 
firm its hidebound, unjust 
sexual restrictions. Until 
this situation changes, we 
are pleased that Gay 
Catholics can find a home 
within Dignity.

Women’s 
Resolution On 
Gay Rights 


The following nine reso¬ 
lutions on Gay Rights, 
introduced by Chairperson 
Del Martin, were passed 
by San Francisco's Com¬ 
mission on the Status of 
Women at its regular 
meeting June 28. Only 
one commissioner, Ber¬ 
nice Watkins, voted 
against the resolutions; 
she voted against all nine. 

1. That the Commission 
on the Status of Women 
endorses the resolution 
passed by the California 
International Women's 
Year Conference which 
recommends that Anita 
Bryant and her Save Our 
Children campaign stop 
scapegoating Gays and 
address the scandal of the 
American family - the 
abuse, neglect and sexual 
assault of children in their 
own homes and the un¬ 
merciful beating of wives 
which often leads to 
murder or suicide. 

2. That the Commission 
on the Status of Women 
endorses the resolution 
passed by the California 
IWY Conference that sex¬ 
ual or affectional prefer¬ 
ence should not be a 
criteria for the hiring, 
dismissal, or promotion of 
teachers. Additionally, 
the COSW declares its 
opposition to legislation 
introduced by Senator 
John Briggs to exclude 
Gays from the teaching 
profession in California. 
The COSW reaffirms its 

f irevious recommendations 
o the San Francisco 
Board of Education that it 
meet its responsibility for 
providing an education to 
young people that por¬ 
trays alternative inter¬ 
personal life styles (in¬ 
cluding Gays) objectively, 
yet sensitively. 


3. That the Commission 
on the Status of Women 
deplores the senseless 
death of Robert Hills¬ 
borough and calls upon the 
citizens of San Francisco, 
the schools, parents, ana 
churches to join with the 
Gay community to engage 
in a public education pro¬ 
gram to rid our city of 
rampant homophobia and 
to redouble our efforts to 
eliminate sexism and 
racism in American Soci¬ 
ety. 

4. That the Commission 
on the Status of Women 
commends Dave McElhat- 
ton and Tim Findley of 
the KPIX television news 
team for the professional 
manner in which the news 
regarding the Save Our 
Children campaign against 
Gays and the subsequent 
murder of Robert Hills¬ 
borough were reported. 
Channel 5's treatment of 
these issues is an example 
of responsibility and 
sensitivity which we 
would hope other tele¬ 
vision stations might 
emulate. 

5. That the Commission 
on the Status of Women 
endorses the resolution 
passed by the California 
IWY Conference support¬ 
ing passage of laws pro¬ 
hibiting discrimination on 
the basis of sexual or 
affectional preference in 
employment, licensing, 
housing and education at 
the state and federal level 
in order to bring about 
full participation of 
Lesbians and Gay men in 
American Society - spe¬ 
cifically, amendment of 
The Civil Rights Act of 
1964 and The Unruh Civil 
Rights Act to include the 
phrase "sexual prefer¬ 
ence." 

6 . That the Commission 
on the Status of Women 
declares its opposition to 
legislation passed recently 
by the House of Represen¬ 
tatives in Washington to 
exclude Gays specifically 
from coverage under the 


Legal Services Corpora¬ 
tion and federal housing 
assistance. 

7. That the Commission 
on the Status of Women 
calls upon the United 
States Senate to revoke

Hence, those persons who 
rely upon governmental 
financial assistance are 
deprived by their limited 
funds to have the right to 
(make a choice. 

"N.O.W. believes that 
it's a woman's right to 
make the pro or con deci¬ 
sion for abortion within 
the context of her own 
life situation, rather them 
to be limited or deprived 
of the choice by a legal 
generalization of bureau¬ 
cratic opinion. 

"We also don't believe a 
woman should be forced 
to undergo sterilization 
without her full consent.

Plans are underway for 
next year's Gay Pride 
observance, as we have 
learned some important 
lessons from the Gay 
Pride Rally held recently 
in San Jose. 


Christopher St. Demo¬ 
cratic Club announced 
plans to request a Procla¬ 
mation of Gay Pride Week 
from the San Jose City 
Council and that the peti¬ 
tion will be re-submitted 
if necessary with addi¬ 
tional signatures and 
support each time. The 
'77 proclamation request 
was submitted too late for 
Council vote. 

Plans are also being 
made to establish a Gay 
Pride '78 Trust Fund to 
finance a parade next 
year. This lund will be 
made available to the 
community organizations 
responsible for the actual 
planning of the parade. 

It is hoped that next 
year's Gay Pride observ¬ 
ance in Santa Clara 
County will be a full com¬ 
munity effort with all of 
the 29 organizations wel¬ 
come and participating. 

The Gay community of 
Santa Cruz provided an 
excellent example of real 
"community" spirit, and, 
hopefully, Santa Clara 
County will produce an 
event we can all be proud 
of in '78. 

S. J. Gays & 
The “Sexual 
Preference” 
Ordinance 


In a recent Gay Student 
Union meeting, the ques¬ 
tion was raised if there 
was an existing city ordi¬ 
nance protecting Gays 
from discrimination. 

There is such an ordi¬ 
nance, but it only applies 
to city employees, appli¬ 
cants for city jobs, or 
applicants and employees 
of businesses holding city 
contracts. 


pref¬ 
erence as an area pro¬ 
tected from discrimina¬ 
tion within City employ¬ 
ment. This entitles 
individuals who feel that 
they have been discrimi¬ 
nated in employment 
because of sexual prefer¬ 
ence to file a discrimina¬ 
tion complaint with the 
City Affirmative Action 
Office. It does not, how¬ 
ever, include sexual pref¬ 
erence as a protected 
group in the City's Af¬ 
firmative Action Plan. 

Also be aware that the 
Council previously had 
passed an ordinance to 
include sexual preference 
in the Human Relations 
Commission Ordinance. 
The Ordinance was subse¬ 
quently repealed with the 
abolition of the Commis¬ 
sion. The repeal does not 
affect the existing policy. 
To wit, the policy as 
adopted by the City Coun¬ 
cil in 1974 reads as 
follows: 

"It shall be the policy of 
the City of San Jose that 
persons who have a sexual 

§ reference and have been 
iscriminated upon for 
this sole reason shall have 


remedy in filing a griev¬ 
ance through the estab¬ 
lished grievance proce- „ 
dure. Both City 

employees and applicants 
will be covered by this 
policy. 

"'Sexual preference , as 
used in this context and as 
defined by the Human 
Relations Commission, 
shall mean the choice of 
human adult sexual part¬ 
ner preference according 
to gender. 

'^Discrimination due to 
sexual preference will not 
be permitted in employ¬ 
ment a) as a pre-condition 
or condition of said 
employment, b) in asking 
on any written City form 
whether a person has 
'homosexual tendencies', 
and c) will be included as 
a stipulation within all 
City contracts as are 
other forms of discrimina¬ 
tion." 

According to Daniel 
Campos, Affirmative 
Action Officer, "This 
policy is still in effect and 
anyone requesting infor¬ 
mation can be directed to 
this office."

Author Kirkup has pub¬ 
lished some sixty works in 
the past 29 years on a 
wide variety of literary 
and religious themes. 
Winner of a number of 
literary awards. Durham 
University graduate, he 
has taught in several 
countries, mostly in the 
Far East. Currently, he is 
teaching at Kyoto Univer¬ 
sity of Foreign Studies in 
Japan. 

Ideally in a court of law 
that attempts to evaluate 
a poem it is pertinent to 
find out how the poet 
looks at the world: of 
reality. Witness Professor 
Kirkup's learning the story 
of the crucifixion when he 
was a little boy attending 
the Primitive Methodist 
Chapel and Sunday School: 
"This dreadful place, like 
all Christian churches 
ever since, filled me with 
gloom, boredom, despond¬ 
ency and sheer terror. 

"I heard the grisly, gory 
details of the crucifixion 
for the first time at 
Sunday School at the age 
of five. I was so over¬ 
come by revulsion and 
fright that I fainted with 
the shock of those grue¬ 
some violent images. 
When I heard of the fires 
lof hell and the torments 
of the damned, my horror 
expressed itself in out¬ 
bursts of uncontrollable 
giggles, my knees shook 
anal wet the floor. 

I, who loathed meat and 
could not ever bear the

Judge King-Hamilton 
concluded, "What the 
poem says is that Christ 
was not only homosexual 
but also promiscuous and 
it alleges that he indulged 
in every kind of homo¬ 
sexual activity singly and 
in groups."

CANADIAN POLL: 52% 
FAVOR GAY RIGHTS 

TORONTO - A recent 
Gallup Poll showed that 
the majority of Canadian 
citizens questioned be¬ 
lieve that homosexuals 
should be protected under 
the proposed Canadian 
Human Rights Act. 52% 
agreed that Gay men and 
Lesbians should be pro¬ 
tected from discrimina¬ 
tion in employment and 
should have access to 
public services. 

Considerably more of 
those under JO years of 
age felt that Gays should 
be protected under the 
Act (61%) than did those 
over 50 years of age 
(44%). 

More women (56%) than 
men (48%) believed the 
proposed act should in¬ 
clude protection of Gays 
from discrimination. 

Opposition to the idea was 
slightly higher among men 
(32%) than women (28%)/

Twins 

BY BARI WOOD AND JACK GEASLAND

Incest, we are told, is 
the ultimate taboo that 
wreaks horror and havoc 
on the body politic. 
TWINS hits us with a 
double thrust-homosexual 
incest between two 
brothers. Hollywood will 
probably never scramble 
for the film rights and 
even the paperback rights 
may go begging. This will 
be a shame. As contem¬ 
porary novels go, TWINS 
isn't all that bad. It will 
not leave any lasting 
marks on American litera¬ 
ture. But Bari Wood, 
author of the KILLING 
GIFT, an award-winning 
novel, and Jack Geasland, 
a medical writer, have 
delivered a tale of psy¬ 
chological horror that will 
keep most of us turning 
the page. This is a good 
example of commercial 
fiction. 

David and Michael Ross 
are identical twins who 
are raised together in a 
Jewish middle class 

family. The parents have 
high aspirations for their 
sons and both boys be¬ 
come successful doctors. 

But throughout all of 
this lurk psychological 
overtones of menace. 
David dominates his 
brother, Michael, who 
sometimes wants to 
escape from David but 
cannot. A bizarre thread 
of love and hate binds 
them together. They can¬ 
not to establish 


separate identities ana 
travel toward their own 
goals. 

We follow their inter¬ 
twining paths from child¬ 
hood until the shocking 
denouement in their early 
forties. As Michael and 
David avidly pursue their 
medical careers, Michael 
denies his homosexual 
yearnings for his brother 
by marrying and attempt¬ 
ing to raise a family. 

David, in contrast, 
embraces his Gayness ana 
settles down with a lover. 
Despite the distance in¬ 
herent in living in two 
distant cities, Ine twins 
can never remain apart 
for long. Their underlying 
compulsion to be together 
is always fought unsuc¬ 
cessfully. They bury their 
mutual conflict by using 
drugs which are easily 
accessible to them as 
doctors. 

Wood and Geasland fail 
to make adequately clear 
the motivation behind the 
fatal attraction which 
Michael and David hold 
for each other. Neverthe¬ 
less, TWINS will make 
compulsive reading for 
those who enjoy kinky sex 
emd dialogue which leaves 
little to our passionate 
imaginations. But don't 
hola your breath for cine¬ 
matic translation!

Richard Woods works as 
a Dominican priest in Chi¬ 
cago where he has served 
the Gay community for 
the past six years. He 
teaches at the Institute of 
Pastoral Studies, Loyola 
University. He is also the 
author of "The Devil," 
"The Occult Revolution, 
and "The Media Maze." 

Woods is not another 
John McNeill, but he does 
manage to effectively 
communicate the spiritual 
quality of the loving Gay 
relationship. He ques¬ 
tions, however, those neg¬ 
ative qualities of Gay life, 
such as the one night 
stand and the obsession 
with the youth cult. He 
feels Gays should be able 
to strike out boldly, 
establish a stable bond 
with another person, and 
obtain the keys to the 
kingdom at the same 
time. 

One controversial 

thought expressed by 
Father Woods will cause 
fireworks. He finds that 
certain areas of commer¬ 
cial interest in the Gay 
community fester aliena¬ 
tion between humans. He 
specifically singles out 
bars and baths. He 
correctly predicts that 
someday a clash will 
spring up between the 
religious Gay groups and 
those who earn their liv¬ 
ing from certain parts of 
the homophile community. 

In the final pages Woods 
creatively explores the 
idea that Gays are "artists 
of sexuality"^ and prophets 
of social criticism. He 
tells us that, 

"... gays do not exist 
merely to heighten 
peoples' appreciation of 
heterosexuality; they no 
less jarringly propose that 
male-female relationships 
can exist on the basis of 
mere personal attraction, 
by choice in friendship 
( phila") rather than 
eros." Such a realization 
is not only beautiful and 
valuable in itself, it is 
also liberating, for it 
frees us from our fears of 
same-sex friendships, too.

In their car, drivinj 
home, the couple talkei 
about it, and the husband 
said he hadn't felt at all 
awkward or strangle about 
hugging each of their 
hosts. His wife said she 
was glad, and then added, 

'I hoped so - especially 
when Wallie kissed you on 
the mouth." 

Her husband looked at 
her, astonished: "He did?", 
he asked. Then, after 
thinking a moment, he 
added, Til be darned - 
you're right. I never gave 
it a second thought." 

And that's how it may 
come to be, between 
straights and Gays, some¬ 
day - perhaps even in your 
time.

THE POOP ON POPPERS 


GOOD NEWS FROM M.C.C. 
by Pastor Chuck Larsen 

From its inception in 1968, Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church has proclaimed the Good News of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ to our Gay community. From 
its beginning, some in our community preferred not 
to hear the Good News and that's okay! 

At no time has M.C.C. declared that everyone 
has to relate to God according to the beliefs and 
practices that our Universal Fellowship of Metro¬ 
politan Community Churches subscribes to. But to 
those who were brought up with the Christian 
teachings, or those who later in life felt a need to 
draw closer to God, M.C.C. offers one way of 
relating to God. 

M.C.C. San Francisco began in February of 1970 
and met in the upper room of the original Jackson's 
Restaurant. Over the years. M.C.C. has held regular 
worship services at such places at California Hall, 
the S.I.R. Center, and St. Aidan's in Diamond 
Heights.

There is a scene in the 
popular movie classic, Dinner at 
Eight, that never fails to 
generate titters in a certain 
segment of the audience. Lionel 
Barrymore, pressured by a 
failing business, has had a spell, 
and he orders the nurse to bring 
him some amyl nitrate. 

In the early Forties, when the 
movie was made, amyl nitrate 
was used as a strong smelling 
salts. Even though it’s primary 
pharmacologic action is not that 
of a stimulant, a brief whiff 
seemed to revive (perhaps by 
shocking) a person who had suf¬ 
fered an attack of the “vapors”. 
For this reason, it was kept in 
first aid stations and even 
funeral homes. It could be 
bodght without a prescription in 
a drug store, but it was rarely 
asked for. 

It’s only real medicinal value 
was for relief of angina pectoris, 
the chest pain that results when 
the blood supply to the 
muscular wall of the heart 
becomes insufficient. It has 
been used as a short acting 
vasodilator for this condition for 
over a hundred years and has 
the advantage of affording quick 
relief. After inhalation, it is ab¬ 
sorbed into the blood stream 
from the lungs and its “rush” is 
felt in seconds. 

Like its chemical cousin, 
nitroglycerin, amyl belongs to a 
group of drugs known as 
nitrites, which have the phar¬ 
macologic effect of relaxing 
smooth muscle (muscle over 
which there is no voluntary con¬ 
trol). Smooth muscles are found 
in most organs of the body, but 
the smooth muscles most af¬ 
fected by the nitrates are those 
in the walls of the blood vessels. 

This vasodilating effect is 
responsible for amyl’s gaining a 
reputation as a sexual stimulant. 
It produces a dramatic flushing 
of the skin of the face, neck and 
upper shoulders (the blush 
zone). As small vessels relax 
throughout the body, the blood 
pressure falls. Trying to com¬ 
pensate for this, the heart beats 
rapidly but the strokes are not 
strong enough to insure 
adequate circulation. The blood 
flow to the brain becomes 
inadequate and the resulting 
anoxia produces a lightheaded¬ 
ness. 

A flushed face a racing heart 
and a giddy sensation give the 
feeling v of heightened sexuality. 
Amyl nitrate fans claim that 
“poppers" serve the dual pur¬ 
pose of putting them more out of 
it and at the same time putting 
them more into it. Perhaps the 
relaxation of smooth muscles is 
reflected in reduced tension 
throughout the body. 

Other aphrodisiac qualities 
arg claimed for poppers. 
Although the sphincters of the 
anus and vagina are skeletal 
(voluntary) muscles, both struc¬ 
tures are surrounded by smooth 
muscle fibers, which amyl can 
relax, making penetration easier 
and less painful. There are also 
anecdotal reports that orgasms 


are fuller, due perhaps to the 
relaxation of the smooth 
muscles controlling the 
ejaculation. 

But the trip on amyl is not 
always good. Especially in 
people with hypertension, the 
fall in blood pressure may be so 
precipitous and the circulation 
in the brain so compromised 
that the person faints. If he is 
standing, he may even fall and 
hurt himself. However, this is 
rare; intolerance of sensitivity to 
amyl nitrate is more likely to 
result in nausea, vomiting, cold 
sweat and weakness. 

It is also possible that the 
compensatory tachycardia (fast 
heart rate) can confuse the 
heart’s natural pace-maker, 
causing palpitations and 
irregularities in rhythm that can 
last for more than half an hour. 

A more frequent unpleasant 
effect of amyl nitrate is 
headache. This probably results 
from dilation of the blood 
vessels in the sheath that covers 
the brain. The headache, usually 
not noticed until the rush is 
over, may require aspirin or 
other pain relievers before it 
abates. Since the amount of 
blood circulating in the brain is 
reduced, there is no reason to 
believe the rumor that poppers 
burst capillaries in the cerebral 
tissue. 

The vessels in the retina of the 
eye are also dilated along with 
the cerebral anoxia, and that 
may explain some of the repor¬ 
ted visual effects. It has also 
been postulated, but not proved, 
that amyl can aggravate 
glaucoma, a disorder due to in¬ 
creased pressure in the eyeball. 

A risk that has a strong 
psychological factor is the 
possibility of bodily harm. Under 
the influence of amyl nitrate, a 
person can become so carried 
away in his wanton aban¬ 
donment that he does or permits 
done to him things that later on 
he realizes have been painful or 
injurious. 

A final undesirable side effect 
is the loss of or difficulty in 
maintaining an erection. This 
does not happen to everyone 
and may vary from time to time 
with the same individual. This 
could be the result of the loss of 
smooth muscle tone in the penis 
or a drainage of the blood from 
the erectile tissues as the body 
adjusts to lowered blood 
pressure. Such an experience 
does not enhance the reputation 
of poppers as a sexual 
stimulant. 

Considering the phar¬ 
macologic effects of amyl 
nitrate, are poppers dangerous? 
As of now, any answer must be 
hypothetical. Since the medical 
establishment has only recently 
become aware of the use of 
amyl nitrate as an aphrodisiac, it 
is unlikely any statistical studies 
have even been started. So ex¬ 
perience must serve as the 
guideline. 

It is the experience of most 
physicians familiar with the 
“illicit” use of amyl nitrate that, 
even though untoward effects 
are possible, they have been 
amazingly rare. The dangers of 



sniffing a popper are probably 
much iess than taking an aspirin 
or for that matter, going for a 
drive in a car. However, this 
analogy must be qualified. 

Who uses poppers and how 
they are used influences the 
risk One or two inhalations by a 
healthy person right before 
orgasm is much less likely to 
cause problems than someone 
with hypertension or a cardiac 
irregularity maintaining a high 
for an evening of fun and games 
in the bedroom or living room. 
(Poppers are reported to be 
good for giggles as well as sex.) 

Not only the length of time 
amyl nitrate is used, but also the 
frequency of its use can be a 
determinant of its potential 
danger. People can develop a 
popper habit. This may have 
psychological as well as 
physical repercussions. Having 
sex without a popper becomes 
increasingly difficult, often to 
the point of undermining a part¬ 
ner’s feeling of sexual com¬ 
petence. 

But for most people, the pop¬ 
per experience is a temporary 
fad. They are fun for a while, but 
after a few exciting sexual ex¬ 
periences without them, they are 
used only for an occasional 
kick.. Many others do not get 
beyond the first whiff or two. 
They dislike or fear the physical 
changes they experience. 

But what about those who like 
an occasional popper? If the 
risk/benefit ratio is so low, why 
are poppers available only on 
prescription? The answer lies 
somewhere in the convoluted 
relationship between govern¬ 
mental policies and social 
mores. 

But as the profits increased, 
so did the guilt of the manufac¬ 
turers. Finally, the FDA became 
persuaded that amyl nitrate was 
being abused; that is, used for 
purposes (probably pleasurable) 
other than its specific scientific 
indication. Amyl nitrate was 
declared a prescription drug. So 
if your doctor refuses to write 
you an Rx for poppers, try to un¬ 
derstand he is not rejecting you, 
he is simply respecting the law. 

The fact that the danger of 
amyl nitrate is minimal is sup¬ 
ported by the seemingly 
unrestricted sale of butyl nitrite. 
Its pharmacological effects - 
good and bad - are similar to 
those of amyl but, in general, 
less intense. But in using it, 
remember that it too has the 
possibility, if not the probability, 
of danger. It is a highly volatile 
chemical. Spills, particularly 6n 
the skin or near an ashtray or 
burning cigarette, must be 
carefully avoided.
